Crime Detection 


F you are thinking of embarking 
| on a career of crime forget 
about it—the odds against -you 
are much too great. This is the 
advice of an /Jrish Times reporter 
to Ejire’s budding criminals after 
seeing at close hand yesterday the 
Gardai’s modern scientific forces 
lined up against wrongdoers of all 
kinds.

sion,: of social workers, and of 
public bodies; and before the 
meeting was held a great deal of 
preliminary spade-work had been 
done. When the meeting opened a 
letter was read from the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, the Most. 
Reverend Dr. McQuaid, express- 
ing the “definite opinion”’ that 
the proposed campaign. against 
tuberculosis .in the twenty-six 
counties could be undertaken 
efficiently ‘only by the Irish Red 
Cross Society, Mr. Justice Conor 
Maguire, who was among those 
present, undertook, on behalf of the 
Red. Cross. Society, responsibility 
for the inauguration and pursuit 
of the campaign; and, in view of 
the Archbishop’s attitude, the 
original proposal for the moment 
was allowed to drop. It was an 
unfortunate contretemps, and we 
hope sincerely that, as a result of 
last night’s meeting, which listed 
for seven hours, a modus vivendt 
can, be arranged, whereby al! 
those bodies and _ individuals 
that are interested in the cam- 
paign against tuberculosis may he 
able to pool their resources .and 
work together in the closest har- 
mony in pursuit of an ob?--t 
which deserves the support f 
every Irish .citizen. This little 
country suffers lamentably fr--2 
the ravages of tuberculosis. ‘n 
comparison with other countries, 
it is woefully backward in resvect 
both of prevention and of. cr; 
and it is high time that a really 
concerted effort should be mac~ to 
mobilise the nation’s best brains, 
as well as its financial resources, 
in an effort to stamp out the 
disease, or, at least, to minimise 
its effects. 

We share the ‘view of several of 
those who spoke at the recent meet- 
ing in the Hibernian Hotel. We 
do not think that the Irish Red 
Cross Society is the only organisa- 
tion that can fight  ftuber- 
culosis efficiently; indeed, we 
do not think that it is a 
suitable organisation to fight 
the disease at all, inasmuch as it 
has numerous other functions of 
national importance which ought 
to occupy all, or at any rate most, 
of its time. Nevertheless, there is 
no doubt that the Red Cross Society 
can do useful service in collabora- 
tion with other, and more specially 
qualified, bodies, such, for example, 
as the proposed Anti-Tuberculosis 
League, which was to have been 
established on the widest possible 
basis, and to have included repre- 
sentatives of every interest, medical, 
social and official, which wishes to 
throw its weight. into the campaign. 
We do not know the details of 
last’ evening’s discussion in St. 
Stephen’s Green ; but we may hope 
that the Red Cross ‘Society will 
invite the help and advice of all 
those bodies and individuals out- 
side its ranks that have some- 


cause. At another’meeting last 
evening the Venerable Archdeacon 
MacMahon, Chairman of the 
Dublin County Committee of the 
Red Cross, said that, if other 
bodies would not amalgamate with 
the Society, they at least would 
lend it their brains and their ex- 
perience. We are quite certain 
that every worker in the fight 
against tuberculosis will welcome 
Archdeacon MacMahon’s attitude ; 
for it is a fight in the waging of 
which there ought to be no kind 
of distinction or difference. Tuber- 
culosis makes no distinctions of 
creed or class. It attacks all alike 
with malignant impartiality, and 
concerted action is essential if any 
real progress is to. be made 
against it. The Red Cross Society 
indubitably can be of much assist- 
ance; but it lacks that expert 
knowledge and experience without 
which nothing of real value can be 
done. For that reason we still 
hope that the Anti-Tuberculosis 
League will be established on a 
national scale, and that no further 
time will be lost in the launching 
of a campaign that already is long 
overdue,

OBITUARY 


MR. T. A. W. HILL 


. T. Alexander W. Hill, B.Sc. 
(Lond.), M.A. (Nat. University), 
who died suddenly at ‘‘ Garth,” 
Crediton, Devon, last Monday, aged 
72, was a retired Principal of Dun 
Laoghaire Technical Institutes, and 
of Long Ashton, Somerset. He was 
appointed Principal of Blackrock 
Technical School in 1901, and on the 
formation of the Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire he was made Chief Execu- 
tive Officer of the larger scheme, and 
given charge of the schools in Black- 
rock, Dun Laoghaire and Dalkey.

DUBLIN PAINTERS 


Most of the members of the Dublin 
Painters are represented in the ex- 
hibition devoted to works in water- 
colours,’ which is being held at 7 
St. Stephen’s Green, and it is a 
pleasure to note the relative ease 
with which they can achieve 
felicitous results in a medium which, 
if less difficult to handle than oils, 
is also more immediately revealing 
in matters of plastic sensibility and 
taste. We tend to be patient of 
defects where it is a question of the 
more elaborate and complicated 
processes of oil-painting, but an 
unsatisfactory water-colour absolves 
one almost instantaneously from any 
further preoccupation with it. The 
high proportion of works that hold 
the attention here is, therefore, 
evidence of the authenticity of the 
artistic impulse in the various 
exhibitors. 

Particularly welcome are some 
contributions by . that masterly 
Dublin artist, Mary Swanzy, whose 
work has for too long been missing 
from exhibitions in her native city. 
The small studies included here are, 
however, hardly more than reminders 
of the power, range, sensibility, and 
feeling for colour that we may 
expect to see at Miss Swanzy's 
‘* one-man show, which the Dublin 
Painters are arranging shortly. For 
the rest the work of Nano Reid and 
Mainie Jellett—notably the latter's 
sombrely beautiful ‘‘ De Profundis ”’ 
—is outstanding. ‘It is good, too, to 
see the Rev. J. P. Hanlon showing an 
unwonted : feeli for - balanced 
design.

“ Further south Marshal Rommel’s 
forces are still retreating from 
Kasserine in the direction of Gafsa, 
the vital road and rail junction in 
Southern Tunisia. The latest news 
from this sector shows that Axis 
troops were retiring on Sbeitla, amd 
apparently heading for their old posi- 
tion in the Faid Pass. Their retreat 
is being harried by long-range 
American guns from the mountains 
to the west of Frei leriana. 

“General von Arnim’s six-point 
attacks in the northern sector, made 
ia a series of sharp blows, were 
aimed at some of the Allied posi- 
tions which might serve as jumping- 
off places for a large-scale offensive.

The full text of to-day’s com- 
muniqué from Allied Headquarters, 
North Africa, was:—‘‘ Northern 
Tunisia—The enemy continued to 
make a series of attacks on a wide 
front from the sea coast at Cap 
Serrat to Djebel Mansour. Allied 
forces were successful in holding the 
enemy in every instance. In the 
¢ourse of the fighting heavy 
casualties in men and materials were 
inflicted on the enemy.
